ONVERSATION does much; 

reading, more, Lhave lately been 
called on to confider well,’ and to 
adopt, the following remarks on the 
faireft of God’s creation, laft, and beft, 
fo long as they know their own: and 
as a father, and as feeling their impor- 
tance, it is my wifh to give them per- 
manency by means of your valuable 
Magazine. 

lc is the defire of women to be 
agreeable to the mem; and they wilb 
model themfelves according to what 
they. think wil pleafe. If, therefore, 
thoie who take the lead, and give the 
fafhion, in fociety, were wife and vir~ 
tuous, 2 have no doubt but that the 
women wou'd fet the brighteft pattern 
of every thing that is excellent. 

There is no deficiency in the female 
mind, e:theras to talents or difpofiions; 
nor can we fay with certainty, that 
there is any fubje& of intellectual or 
moral difcuffion in whieh women have 
not excelled. Af the delicacy of their 
conftitution, or other phyfical caufes, 
ailow the female fex a {maller thare of 
fome mental powers, they poficis others 
in a fuperior degree, which are no lefs 
re(peétable in their own nature, and of 
as great importance to fociety. 

The women are more fenfible than 
the men to all moral diltin&tions. They 
do not, indeed, clafs the virtues in the 
fame order; but they give the higheit 


Amportance to the comprehenfive vir- 


tue of temperance, becaufe their own 
perilous fituation in -fociety makes it 
their chief proteétor: nor do they by 
any means over-rate its worth. iam 
convinced, that cultivated fociety de- 
pends more for its happinefs on the 
quick apprehenfion and ftrong abbor- 
rence in the women, of every trefpafs 
on female modetty, than on all the 
boafied manly virtues. Diffolutencls, 
or even indelicacy, in the fentiments 
which conne& us with the fex, is the 


chief fource of all the evils in fociety, 


whereas 















” 


whereas a high degree of female virtue 
produces a genecal reverence for the: 
fex; and we thus have happinefs at 
home, and peace and fecurity abroad. 
The religious fentiments by which 
mortals are ever belt affifted, in the 
difcharge of their moral duties, and 
fiill more, the fentiments which, as 
purely religious, can haye no refe- 
rence to any thing here, are precifely 
thofe, which moft eafily operate in the 
mind of woman. Affection, admira- 
tion, filial reverence, are, if I mil- 
take not exceedingly, thofe in which 
the women far furpafs the men; and 
it is on this.2ccount that we generally 
find them fo much. difpofed to devo- 
tion, which is an indulgence of thofe 
affeAlions withous limit to the imagi- 
nation. And this.is dome w'thout any 
fear of exceeding, becaufe Infinire 
Wifdum and Goodnefs will always 
juftify the fentiment, and free the ex- 
prefhon of it from the charge of hy- 
perbole or extravagance. 1 am cons 
vinced, therefore, that the- female 
mind is well adapted for cultivation 
by means of religion; and that their 
native fofinefs and kindnefs of heart 
will always be. fufficient for procuring 
it a favourable reception from them. 
Ic is not merely the circumftance of 
woman’s being confidered as the moral 
companion of man that gives the fex 
its empire among us. There is fome- 
thing of this to be obferved fm all na- 
tious. There muft be a moral con- 
nexion, in order that thechuman {pecies 
may he a race of rational creatures, tm- 
provable nor only by the increafing 
experience of the individual, but alfo 
by the bevitable experience of fuccef- 
five generauons. In various - other 
parts of the world we fee, that the 
confideration in which the fex.is held 
-neatly follows-the proportions of that 
aggregate of many particulars, which 
we confider as coniticuting the cultiva- 
tion of a fociety. [t is in Chrifiian 
Europe that man has attained his high- 
eft degree of cultivation ; and it is ua- 
doubtedly bere that the women have 
attained the highefirank. But, even 
here, there is a perceptible fuperiority 
of the female chara@er in thofe coun- 
tries of Hurope where the pureft Chrif- 
tianity prevails; and 1 can venture to 
fay, that in BRITAIN her iwportant 
rights are ‘more generally refpe&ted 
than any where elie. No where isa 
man’s charaéter fo much hurt by con- 
jugel infidelity ; no where is it to dif-

ficult to rub off the fligma of baftardy, 
or to procure a decent reception in fom 
ciety after am improper connexion + 
and, I believe, it will readily be grantedy 
that the fhare of the women ia fuccefs 
fions, their authority im all matters of 
domeftic truft, and even their opinions 
ia what concérns life and manners, 
are more fully refpecied here, than im 
any other country. 

I have long been of the opinion, and 
every obfervation fince its being forms 
ed confirms me in it, that to Chriftias 
nity alone is woman indebted for the 
high rank which the holds in fociety. 
Look iate-the writings of Pagan anti- 
quity,—-the works of the Greek and 
Latin poets,—the numerous panegy~ 
ticks oa the fex, whether in verfe oz 
profe ; and little wiil be found where 
woman is treated with refpeé&. O€ 
love there is no {cant ; that is to fay, 
of fondnefs, of beauty, of charms, 
and graces: but of woman, as the 
equal, the moral companion of man, 
travelling with him the road to felicity 5 
as his advifer, as his folace in misfor~ 
tune, a8 a pattern from which he may 
fometimes copy with advantage ;—of 
all this there is hardly a trace; and 
woman is always, mentioned as an.obd- 
jett of pafiion. Chaftiry, modelty, fo» 
ber-mindednefs, all are confidercd in 
relation to this fingle point; or, as 
fometimes of importance with refpect 
ta ceconamy.or domeftic quiet. Recol« 
let, in Aulus Gellius, the famous 
{peech of Metellus Numidicus tor che 
Roman people, when, as cealor, be 
was recommending marriage: * Could 
we ex ft, O, Romans, without wives, 
we might certainly avoid the inconver 
nience of the matrimonial tie: but, 
firce by Nature it is fo ordained, and 
that we newher can live at eafe with 
them nor without them; the public 
welfare, rather than perfonal enjoy- 
ment, moft be the chief obje& of our 
attention *,” What does Ovid, the 
great panegyrift of tue fex, fay for his 
beloved daughter, whom, in various 
places of his “ Triftia’? and other 
compofitions, he had praifed for her 


attraétions? He is writing hes, epi- 


taph ; and the only thing he can fay

Search Apv'cius, where you will 
find many female characters delineated, 
You will find that his little Photis, a 
eook-majd, and a ftrumpet, was near- 
ef} to his heart, efter all his phitoto- 
pov. Nay, in his pretty ftory of 
“Cupid and Plyché,”” which the very 
wife will tell you is a fine leffon of 
moral philofophy, and a reprefentation 
of the operatons of the intelle&ual 
and moral feculties of the human foul, 
=a flory which gave him the fineft 
oppo tuniiy, and made it almoft ne- 
ceffary for him, to infert whatever can 
Orpament the female charaéler; what 
is his Pfyché, but a beautitul, fond, 
and filly girl? And what are the whole 
‘fruits of any acquaintance with the 
fex >—Plealure. 

But why take more pains in the 
fearch ? Look at their immortal god- 
deffes; and fay, is there hardiy one 
among them whom a wife man would 
feie& fov'a wife ora friend? I grant 
that-a Lucreiia is prailed, a Portia, an 


Arria,a Zenohia; but thefe are indivi- ° 


dual charaGters, not reprefentatives of 
the fix. The only Grecian ladies that 
made a figure by intel’eftual talents 
were your Aypcfias, Sappbos, Phrynés, 
and other nymphs of that caft; who 
had emerged from the general infigni- 
ficancy of the fex, by throwing away 
what we are accuftomed to call is 
greateft ornament, 

Iv is Chriftianity, therefore, un- 
doultedly, which has feated womin 
on her true throne; making her in 
évery reipeét the equal of man, bound 
to the fame duties, and candidate for 
the fame happinefs. Mark how wo- 
man.is defcribed by a Chrifiian poet: 

** When I approach 
Her lovelinefs, fo abfolute the feems, 
And in hevfelf complete ; fo weil to know

rality. Inthe inftructions of heathen 
philofophers, it is either not mention- 
ed at all, or, at moft, it is coldly re- 
commended as a thing proper, and 
worthy of a mind attentive to great 
things: but, in Chriftianity, it is in- 
fitted on as an indifpenfable-duty, and 
enforced by many arguments peculiar 
to itfelf alone, 

While woman is confidered as a re~ 
fpeftable moral agent, training up 
along with ourfelves for endlefs im- 
provement ; then, and only then, will 
the be confidered by lordly man as his 
equal: then, and only then, will the 
be allowed to have any rights, and 
find thofe rights. refpected. Diveft 
woman of this prerogative, and the 
becomes the drudge of man’s indo- 
jence, or the pampered plaything. of 
his rdle hours$ fubje€ to his caprices, 
and the flave of his meaner paffions. 
The refinement of her manners fprang 
from Chriftianity ; and, when Chrif- 
tianity is forgotten or conremned, the 
empire of woman is over: the diadem 
falls fromm her head ! 

O, my fait countrywomen, the real 
o:mament of your fexi jet me feize 
this occafion to remind you, that in- 
deed you have it jin your power to re- 
tain and co perpetuate for yourfelves a 
moft honourable ftation in fociery. 
You are our earlieft inflruétors; and, 
jot asthe twig is bent, the tree in-~ 
clines. Whilft as mothers you perfe- 
vere to inculcate on the tender minds 
of your fons a veneration for the prin- 
ciples of Religion, your pliant chil- 
drea, enjoying the noble inftruétion 
along with the affectionate carefles of 
their deareft friends, mutt receive im- 
preflions which thall long retain their 
force; nay, fhall ftreopthen with their 
age; and thus prote&t them from the 
impulles of youthful paflion, until ri- 
pened years have fitted their minds for 
lifteping to the ampler inftruction of 
public teachers, 

What arich fund of felf-eftimation 
would cur fair paitners for life acquire 
to themfelves, if, by direéting the 
manners of infancy, they would thus 
eniure virtue, decorum, and piety, to 
mankind!

Let them thew 
their own elevated fentiments of hu- 
man nature: that nature will thus be 
polifhed, refined, and fublimeated ; 
and, by acting up to this great claim 
upon them, they may well command 
and blefs a furrounding world.

Essay 1V.—On Mr. Conder’s Pub- 
lication*, 
It gives me great p'eafure to be able 
to proceed in the illuftration of a

After the profound paufe 
that has enfued in the medallic circle ' 
fince the difcontinuance of my effays, 

an elaborate arrangement of the pro- 

vincial coins, a work that has created 

this anxious ftate of fufpenfe, that has 
kindled the hopes, and flattered the 

expectations of the colle&tors, has at 

length made its public appearance. 

A very large portion of praife and 
gratitude is due to the author of the 
prefent ARRANGEMENT ; the attempt 
alone tas liberal, and the execution’ 
was at once defirable and neceffary. 
The compilations of the preceding col- 
lators have been candidly appreciated, 
but their defe&ts are fo numerous, that 
the ufefulnefs of the prefent publica+ 
tion will be obvious. The unufual 
time in preparing it for the prefs has 
been, as I am informed, intirely una- 
voidable; it has been the misfor- 
tune of the ‘author to labour under 
fevere corporeal affliétion, that would 
not permit him to attend to his favo 
rite employment; but there are few 
that will regret the delay when they 
confider that the work has been confe~' 
quently enriched with additional in~ 
formation.

There is fomething great and |.udable 
in the idea, and, though there is no 
immediate profpeét of ius ever being 
carried into execution, it is certainly 
an event that might be exfily accom 
plithed. ‘It isto be hoped, and ear~ 
neftly wifhed, that fome of the diftin- 
guithed patrons of the arts in Britain 
would rake this fubjeé& into confidera- 
tion. By foftering a tafte for well-de- 
figned and highly finithed medals, they 
might indalge fome of the worthielt 
fechings of human nature, in the bene- 
volent patronage of poor and merito- 
rious artifls; they might imftroct fu- 
tute ages; and render permanent the 
mot smp.rtant charadteriftics of the 
prefent, by exhibiting in thofe durable 
monuments, the emblems of Britith 
commerce, genius, enterprifing {pirit, 
philanthropic imflitutions, and diftin-

The general work is divided into 
five parts, defcribing feparately; the 
provincial coins of Britain, thofe of 
Trelaad, coins not local, the coins of 
the colonies, and the varieties ; With 
gm appendix and general index. It 
Contains, as the title-page éxprefles, a 
defcription of the pennies, half-pen- 
nies, ang ferthings, iffyed in the laft 
twenty 
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twenty years; but the pieces iffued be- 
fore 1787, and thofe of various metal, 
fhould not, im my opinion, have been 
Gefcribed in the prefent colle&tion,.— 
The coins of Britain and Ireland are 
arranged alphabetically in feparate 
counties; an arrangement that rather 
experiences my difapprobation, though 
it may in a great meafure depend on 
Opinion, So much fubdivifion, and 
fuch a variety of fubordinate arrange- 
ments, certain!y render the inveftiga- 
tion more complicated and perplexing 
and, as the counties are not marked 
on the pieces themfelves, the {pecifi- 
cation is fuperfluous. As a work, it 
has its fuperior advantages, but it can- 
not be recommended to the colle&tor, 
as combining ufefulnefs with clear- 
nefs of method.”—I fhall proceed to 
examine the five divifions of the work 
feparately, confining my attention to 
the halfepennies alone—The Bri- 
TISH provincial half. pennies naturally 
form the largeft portion. The defcripe 
tions of them are copious and in ge- 
neral compleat; but the author has in- 
troduced many of the counterfeited 
and interchanged va:ieries, and illuf- 
trated them with defcriptions equally 
copious; it would, I think, have been 
far better to have defcribed the oripi- 
nal copper coins in a general arrange- 
ment, and to have in.luded the hete- 
rogeneous pietes in a feparate divifion, 
The author has defcribed every thing 
that comes under the denomination of 
token, jetton, or medalet ; and on this 
princip'e he has improperly inferted 
various medalets® that were firuck on 
articular occafions, without any al- 
ufion to the mintages of private indi- 
viduals and public companies. The 
reprefentation of an edifice has been 
deemed fufficient to conftitute local ree 
ference, and, where the names of more 
towns than one are contained in the 
fuperfcription, it is arranged under the 
name of the town firft enumerated. 
The county of Middiefex may be fe- 
le&ted as a {pecimen of the compiies’s 
arrangement, the complicated nature 
of the London pieces requiring a con- 
fiderable degree of attention. The 
half-pennies of Middlefex appear under 
Bethnal green, Bow Chelfea, Hackney, 
Hendon, Hernfey, London, Padding'on, 
Sepney. Stoke- Newington, and Willf-

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don: thofe of London are arranged in 
the alphabetical order of the names of 
the proprietors, as Allens, Bayly’s, 
Skidmore’s, and Spence’s; or, when the 
name of the proprietor is wanting, in 
the order of their allufion, as Black- 
friars, Correfponding fociety, Franklin 
prefs; under the article Skidmore’s, are 
the Churches and gates in the order of 
their fituation, and, when this is not 
fpecified, of their denomination, as 
Abchurch lane, Bartholomew's; the 
barbarous jettons of Spence are inca¢ 
pable of fubordinate arrangement. In 
this manner this intricate chapter is 
fubdivided; MIDDLESEX, London une 
der Middlefex, Skidmore’s under Lone 
don, Churches and gates under Skide 
moze, Bartholomew's acd Bifbopfeate .

"T Ae is in the hiftory of two 
whfortunate brothers, who have 
lately paid the forfeit of their lives for 
‘eoeten té the trucft interefts of their 
country under the fpecious name of 
reform, a melancholy trait, that can- 
not enough be held out to the confide- 
ration of modern fpeculators in edu- 
cation, ‘The father of the two Sheares 
had them iofiru&ted juft in the ele- 
mentary principles of reading and wrj- 
ting, without going any farther, or 
poate any defination of their future 
profefiion himfeif till fuch time as he 
could find ovt. the natural tendencies 
of their minds. This refinement of 
education, though well intended by 
the parent, was one of the errors of 
fpeculation.

;gion aod morals, and the ufes of Jite- 
rature, their rifing paffions bave gene- 
rally a ftronger turn to floth, ignorance, 
and fenfuality. This was pretty nearly 
the cafe with the two Sheares, Permit- 
ted in a great degree todo as they Itked, 
they preferred the indulgence of the 
kitchen, and the company of fervants, 
tothe example of their father’s condu€, 
aed the converfation of his drawing- 
room, They mixed with the loweft 
boyé in the fchool, who flattered them 
oo their rank and fituatiou: hence 
they got forward and dec:five in their 
opinions, negiigent in their drefs, and 
contemptuous of that regimen which 
other boys in their ftyle of life were 
obliged to purfue, When they were 
between eight and ten years of age 
their father faw his error, and inftantly 
fet about reforming it. He altered his 
plan entirely; had the beft inflructors 
in all branches of fcience to atiend 
them in the boufe ueder bis cwn eye ; 
and at a p-oper age fent them'to the 
Univerfity, where, being lads of good 
natural parts, they acquired a confide- 
rable degree of reputation. But their 
father died before he could complete 
his plan of placing them both at the 
bar. Can it be wondered that the 
negle& of their youthful minds in ear- 
lier age encouraged them in habits of 


thinking and aéting, which, being ma- 
tured and confirmed by a vifit to 
France, and the revolutionary princi- 
ples imbibed there, brought them to

“ Fronti multa fides.” 
“ There is much faith in the forehead,”’ 
M* motto had long been a pro- 
verb in the Latin language, 
though an oppofite featiment has fince 
obtained a place in the fame language. 
And this matter requires a little ex- 
planation. You way recolleét, Mr. 
Urban, that Juvenal, in his fecond 
Satire, inveighing againft the confume 
mate hypocrify of the Romans in hig 
day, fays, that they had carried it to 
fuch an height, that even the ufual 
appearaoces were not to be credited : 
when he ufes this expreffion, “ fronti 
nulla fides,” literally, ‘no faith in 
the forehead,” as mich as tofay, that 
eveo the ftrongeft external appearances 
were not to be trufied; and this is 
the origin of a taunting proverb free 
quently made ufe of by the anti-phy- 
fiognomifts, But, Mr. Urban, 1 beg 
pardon of you and your readers for 
this long digreffian refpeéting Roman 
phyfiognomy;. and I muft now carry 
your attention on to Baptifta Porta, a 
celebrated Neapolitan. He (as was 
the fafhion of bis times) publithed in 
the Latin language; and the only edi- 
tion of his works that has come to my 
hands is a German edition, publi thed 
in the year 1593. He is avery learned, 
curious, and entertaining writer; and 
his conje&tyures may be confidered as a 
moft valuable repofirory of the differ- 
ent remarks of all the old phyfiogno- 
mifts in all nations. In his Pre- 
face he modeftly profefles, tuat the 
dc&rines delivered are not entirely his 
own; but, as he phrafes ix, by the 
fiudies of the moft illuftrious entient 
authors on the fubjeét. And he not 
only mentions Ariftoile and che other 
Grecian phyfiognomifts, but he men- 
tions Hermes and Zopyrus (who paff- 
ed the well known judgement on So- 
crates), aud likewife Loxius, Trogus, 
and Galen (who, by-the-bye, was a 
medical phyfiognomift), and Avicen- 
na, an Arabian phyfician, who coms 
mented largely on Arsfiotle, and, L 
believe, tranflated fome of his works 
jvto Arabic, And you know, Mr.

‘defire of having an outline of Kirk Mi- 


chael monument, and what little informa- 
tion I had gained refpecting it.. The only 
information I can give you concerning it 
is, that it was ereéted, according to Cam- 
den and other authors, to one Thurelf, or 
Thulf, a Norwegian general. It is eleva- 
ted upon three ftone- fteps before the gates 
of Kiik Michael. having been removed 
from a field, where it farmerly ftood, near 
the Bifhop’s court, to that place, The mo- 
nument is about three yards in height, of a 
blue ftone, and jis figured from the bafe to 
the fummit with curious defigns of croffes, 

men, horfes, ftags, dogs, and birds. Some 
parts are too much obliterated to form any 
idea what they were-intended to repfefent. 
On the left fide of the crofs is an infcrip- 
tion in Runic charaéters*, which is exactly 
the fame as that in Camden.

the leaf moleftation. If we fearch the re - 
cords of antiquity, we fhall meet with ne 
example where vital religion made fo 
great progrefs, without the leaft oppofition 
from the temporal power, as it has done 
through the grace of God for thefe fixty 
years pat in the Britifa empire. Nor is 
there any part of Europe, at prefent, to be 
at all compared to thefe kingdoms for the 
complete toleration which is allowed the 
people, This is an ineftimable benefit; 
and, as we addrefs ourfelves to religious 
profeffors, we primarily, and above all, 
remind you ‘of the obligations which are 
dve to our Rulers on this account. It is 
certainly the duty of governors to grant 
this univerfal toleration; but, when we 
confider the conduét of governments in ge- 
neral through the different ages of the 
world, it becomes the greateft caufe of 
thankfulnefs to God and man that we are 
permitted to worfhip God according to our 
confciences, and are fupported by the laws 
of ouv country in the free and full exer- 
cifé of all our religious duties, 2 
“ Nor can we omit to notice the many 
bleffings of a political kind, which Provi- 
dence, by mean¢ of our Civil Conftitutron, 
is pleafed to confer upon us, What nation 
in Europe can in the leat degree vie with 
Us in this re(peél ? O, brethren, know and’ 
prize your privileges, “and meddle not 
with them who are given to change.’’ 
Surely, it would be madnefs to hazard the 
Jofs of fo many mercies, when, after wa- 
ding through fields of blood, we might 
havé no recompence but a tempotary anar- 
chy and a Jatling defpoufm! But we have 
every 1eafon to hope better things of you, 
brethren, both from your paft conduct 
and youg prefent difpofitions., Our late 
venerable father in the Gofpel, Mr. Wef- 
ley, fet us the moft excellent example in 
this as in every other refpect. He was a 
faithful friend of his king and* country. 
This indeed was fo prominent a feature in 
his charaéter, that few perfons of mfor- 
mation in the whole Biitihh empire were 
unacquainted with it. Bat we have a fill 
furer guikie to follow, even the Word of 
God. There we ave commanded to “ ho- 
nour the king—to .be fubjeét ueto the 
higher powers—not to fpeak evil of digni- 
ties,’ &¢. And, to give irfefiltible force 
to thefe precepts, they were delivercd une 
der the reigns of forme of the wortt wf men. 
How much more then mutt we feeltheir 
weight who live under the mild govern« 
ment of the Houle of Hanover ! 
', © Brethren, we unanimoufly declare 
that 
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that we are fincere friends.of the King and 
Conttitution ; asd we know your loyalty ; 
though there may be a few exceptions in 
fo large a body of people. And, if you 
have avy regard to our advice, or to our 
example, you will perfevere in the fame 
loyalty and the fame love of your country. 

* You will receive this our affectionate 
addrefs, we doubt not, in the fpirit in 
which it is written. We with only to 
guard you againft the fpirit of the times, 
whilft we are thankful to the Moft High 
for the {pirit of piety which reigns among 
you, and for your attachment to the King 
and Conftitution. 

“ We blefs the Lord that we are unani- 
mous in thefe fentiments. There 1s not a 
jarring ftring among us to break the uni- 
fon. We are determined, like the beart 
of one man, to walk. in that path which 
the Word of God preferibes, and to pur fue 
that plan of difcipline and asconomy which 
our late vencrable friend and father m the 
Gofpel, under the providence and grace 
of God, was enabled to mark out for us. 

* To God's holy keeping, brethren, we 
, Fecommend you, May he imprint thefe 
important Icifons upon your hearts! and 
may you and we give to the world the moft 
iodub'table proofs, that vital religion changes 
the foul into the image of God, and con- 
itrains all its fincere profeflors to fill up 
every relative duty of life, whether public 
or private, to the glory of God, and the 
good of mankind ! =

t KARKING of the very teafonable 

and excellent charge of the Bp. 
ot Sorum to the Clergy of his diocete, 
forcibly recommend og exertions to 
refident min ters, for the confront:ng 
of the fantatiical dosvvines of our mo. 
dern Difleners, or rather Reformers; [ 
have ventured to fend you a. few rer 
marks for your refpectable Repofitory 
of Literature. Thefo remarks are the 
sefule of fome captious difcrimination, 


grounded on fome experience ; and, if 
applied to. the confervation of our in- 
eftimable eftablithment, both in Church 
and State, 1 flacter my({clf there will 
need no farther apology for my addrefs, 

The real danger which may threaten 
the fubverfion of our Church-eflablith- 
ment does pot, in my opinion, arife 
from any open attack of its doétrines, 
which atteck can be fo clearly and 
abiy refuted by the generality of its 
prefeot Clergy, diftinguithed by found 
and accomplithed learning, but by a 
more fubtle and efficacious fyftem, of 
filendy and ftrenuoufly fapping its 
foundation in the propagation of a fpi- 
ritual do€trine to awaken the hepes and 
fears of a credulous and uninformed 
multitude; and which the promulga- 
tors boldly affert is not preached up 
by our regular M.niftry. 

You already perceive that my re 
matks are pointed to that cla(s of Dif- 
fensers ftyled Method fis, who are now 
become very active and numereus i 
this kingdom, 7 

To roufe the lamguor of piety, ex- 
cite the Chrfian to the performance 
of his folemn obligations, expofe the 
fatal cffetts of bad example from the 
higher and even dignified order of our 
laity, is certainly very commendable ; 
and I will even go fo far as to fay, that 
an extrao:dinary zeal in thefe days of 
laxity will not be mifplaced: but, when 
this zeal, either pretended ov real, can 
be clearly proved to be intimately con- 
neGted with political views of reform 
again the two Eftablifhments of this 
realm, it becomes the duty of every 
true tiiend of Government to give 
fome alliance for its developement, 
and to ule every poffible endeavour to 
make it public im the fight of every fo~ 
ber and rational fellow-fabjeét. 

The preachers of this doétrine are 
embodied ynder the guidance of a re- 
gular fyftem to overthrow the Church 
and State, Several of their patrons 
have ranged themfelves under the bane 
ners of thole men who have been very 
active for the abrogation of the ‘ef 
ad.

to the Council of their fuccets. 

Printed infilruciions are handed about 
by thefe councils under the direétion 
of their leaders; and which leaders, or 
heads, are compoled of the Diflenting 
Clergy and Laity of opulence of va- 
rious denominations. The inftiuétions 
are only fhewn to thofe perfons who 
have fome influence, and who are fup- 
pofed to incline totheir tenets; and to 
worded that incautious enquirers do 
not perceive any reafon to apprehend 
that the inftitution has any other view 
than that of a pore religious cunver- 
fion.. The article runs thus: 

“One thing we are anxious to itnprefs 
on the community at large; our union lia 
this particular affords untpeakable fatis- 
fa&tion to ourfelves, and emboldens our 
renewed appeal to others ; we. allude to the 
confidence with which we are perfuaded 
each member can affirm, ‘1 aim at nothing 
Jefs, and have in contemplation nothing 
more, than the advancement of pure and 


undefiled Religion’? Yes; Reiigion is the 


only fubjeét we are difpofed, or by eur re- 
gulations even permit'ed, in this public man- 
mer to explain and propagate. This we 
have recognized, this we bear in mind, as 
a principle, the fmalleft deviation from 
which would contradi@& the whole fpirit of 
our undertaking, entail upon it immediate 
injury, and, humanly fpeaking, threaten 
it with irrecoverable ruin,” 

After this follows a fpecious and 
mild exordium on the nature of pure 
and wadefiled Religion, refpefing the 
new creature formed by the Holy Spirit, 
&c. &e. 

You will perceive, by the m ffionary 
not being permitted in a public manner 
to explain and propagate other matter 
relative to the inftitution, that under 
this deciaration much matter of a very 
different import is concea ed, and a 
per ftrong hint g.ven to the modern 

eformer ; and by the expreffion, ‘‘ in 
the article of our regulatrons,” the in- 
ference lies open for this explanation, 
that the mifiiona:y is laid under this 
injun@tion by the concentrated heads 
of the inftitution, left their real inten- 
tion fhould be revealed before the 
mine is prepared for explofion, 

The infiitution takes wm Diffenters 
of all deferiptions ; but it is only to the 
initiated, and peifons of fome em:- 
nence or refpeétability, that the con- 
sealed motives are explained. To co- 
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operate with the Reformers, tempta= 

tions are held out in the printed in- 

ftrufions to any of our difcontented 

Clergy, and -efpecially to thofe who 

are tinélured with any vifionary or fan- 

taftic expofition of the Holy Scrip- 

tures. IF they give good evidence of 

zeal and hearty concurrence in the 

caule, they are confulted, and ftimu- . 
Jared to innovations, 

The outward proofs of extraordi« 
nary infyiration the miffionaries are 
not beld enough to challenge; but 
every inward proof they are prefuming 
enough to inanifelt. The moft daring 
denunciations are uttered’ to their 
hearers, and the ftrongeft expreffions 
in Scripture perverted to the violation 
of every local and hiftorical import, 
anid made fubfervient to their afcen- 
dancy over the credulous vulgar. In 
towns where their hearers are.compo- 
fed of the better educated, their dif 
cousfes are qualified, and preachers 
feleFled ; and the fame preachers, who 
occafignally may officiate in the vil 
lages, adapt their difcourfe. to thofe 
minds tufceptible of every impreffion 
of terror. Intonation, volubility of 
Scripture citacion, gain profelytes 5 
and our refident Clergy, fupinely ay 
fraid of departing from their accuf. 
tomed rourine of duty, perceive a grae 
dual decreafe im their flock, 

‘Confiftent with the toleration of our 
admirable conftitution, the innovators 
have their places of worfh'p licenfed. 
In villages a room is occupied ; fwal! 
pamphlets difperled gratis, particularly 
one, intituled, * A Meffage from 
God,” and feveral others of a fuperior 
order, cheaply printed by the excele 
lewt encouragement of fome of our 
dignified Clergy, which the mifliona- 
ries ufurp the celebrity of. They preach 
once a week in the evening of a work. 
day; and, as they ufually havea horle 
to ride from village to village, the 
public-houfe is their neceffary reforr, 
where they do not fiil to pick up fome 
tale apaintt the reétor or curate, who, 
perhaps, from long refidence, in hia 
intercourfe with the parifhioners, has 
not been able to give faristaétion to 
every one, and which fome drunken 
profiiyate, f.om malice, wantonnefs, 
or through falfehood, is delighted to 
impart, and which the miffionary does 
not fail to propagate to the injury of 
our regular Cleigy, oud for what he 
deems the progitts of bis trae evange-~ 
lical mifhon.

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By the more expert miflionary our 
Epifcopacy is tigmatized with Ariant/m, 
with the only exception im the hievar- 
chy of the Metropolitan Bithep and one 
other, who are deemed Caiviniftical, 
becaufe the former gives his counte- 
nance to fome popular preachers of 
charity-fermons, acd who, perhaps, 
may think it right to lean towards the 
fafer fide of the p.ecipice. 

I now fuddenty break off, Mr. Ur- 
ban, being called to the execution of 
fomé interefting duties, and from which 
I have {natched a few moments to 
communicate thefe hints to men of 
greater talents than mylelf,; who, 
doubtlefs, from their exalted condi- 
tions of life, are aware of thefe inno- 
vations. I write from demonftsation, 
fiom matter of fact, which, perhaps, 
at my Jeifure, § may think proper to 
digeft and firmly eftabl th.

manfion’’. built there by Charies Jen- 
nens, efq. the liberal friend of the 
amiable Mr. Holdfworth, whofe ce- 
notaph is defcribed in vol. LXI. 305. 
Was not the inordinately-rich William 
Jennens, efq. who has been lately 
called away to give an account of his 
earthly flewardthip, related to this 
Charles? In your vol. LXII. p. 144, 
col. 2 (fee alfo LXI. p. 434, col. 2), 
fome variations were noticed in the 
different copies of the infcription on 
Mr.- Holdfworth in the chancel of 
Colefhill church. Will it be too great 
a favour to beg from the incumbent of 
that parifh, or from any other capable 
inhabitanr, an exad tranfeript from 
the flat flone in this chancel ? 

How are we to account for the total 
omiffion of the name of John Ryland 
in Bofweil’s communicative Life of 
Dr. Johnfon, of whom he is defcribed, 
in p. 629, col.

As a re- 
lation, he was affeclionate and atien- 
tive; as a friend, a€live and difinte- 
refed, His patronage of unprotecied 
genius was a conftanc mark of the be- 
nevolence of his heart. The iace Mr. 
Hindle, not co meation feveral other 
adepts in the enchanting fcience of 
mufick, of which the Doftce was a 
devoted amateur, attraficd his efleem. 

Sherwin, the cetebrated cngeaver, owed 
alio the prentc& obligations to hin; 
his grateiui fenie of which be ttronyiy 
tetiticd by his valuable prefeot of an 


unique painting, already noticed ia 
vol, LXI. pp. 632, 3. The poffeffor 
of it, there mentioned, is the younger 
brother of the Doétor, whofe high 
character as an Advocate was well 
known and duly eftimated at Doftors 
Commons: and, in ‘the Univerfity, 
his Le@tures on the Roman Liw were 
attended by a fele& auditory in the 
fame fchoo! in which the renowned 
Biackflone delivered his Commenta~ 
ries on the Laws of England; though 
fometimes, when the clafs of puptts 
was finall, they were le&tured im hes 
own chambers at All Souls college, of 
which both the Vinerian profeflur and 
the Civilian were at one and the fame 
period diftinguifhed ornaments. The 
{plendid talents of the former received 
the liberal encomium of the latter ina 
work not fufficiently known; fome 
admirable extraéts from whieh,’ inciu- 
ding fuch encomium, appeared in vol. 
LIL p 667—670. It is much to be 
lamented that he did not live to com- 
plete his plan of publication; and the 
more fo, as by his will he has ex- 
prefily forbidden any part of his MSS. 
to be printed, notwithflanding fis ia- 
defatigable attention ‘to them, “ as 
they are in no wife completed or pre- 
pared to appear before the eye of the 
publick.”? Such was his difiidence so 
the laft; and it was with the urmoft 
refuGlance that he was prevailed on to 
commit the publithed work to che 
prefs, Had ic been feafoned with the 
grofs licentioufnels and intidious he- 
terodoxy of Gibbon, inftead of cone 
taining maaly f{pecimens of a rooted 
regard for the caule of Religion and 
Virtue, it might, perhaps, have mer 
with more readers. The fircking exe 
tratis above alluded to will jufirfy 
every ceconimendation of it; ‘and 
thofe, who were fenfibie of the abili. 
ties of the author, and of his reverence 
for the Conflitution in Church and 
Siate, were concerned a not feemg 
him dignified with the kinp's profed- 
forthip of civil law, which was mofk 
incongruoufly filled, in the two ia- 
ftances immediately preceding the pres 
fent appropriate appoiaciment, by very 
ingenious gentlemen from Weitmia- 
fter-fiall intflead of fiom Doudtors Come 
mons.

Another name, equally dear to the 
writer, is alfo too flightly pafled over 
in your Obituary for 1794, p. 181, 
col. 1; which, with little delicacy, is 
again brought forward in your current 
volume, p. 536, col. 2,1. amsep. The 
native good fenfe of Mr. Powney ren- 
dered him a truly ufeful member of 
fociety. After having received’ his 
Shadeolenden at Reading, and his 
academical at Queen’s college in this 
Univerfity, he foon became an active 
magiftrate avd an excellent militia of- 
ficer, in both which charaGlers he was 
uneqvalled. In the Houfe of Commons 
he was fisiétly attentive to his duty, 
regardlefs of any other confideration. 
He was indeed a genuine patriot; he 
was ever ready to detend his country 
with his {word, #ffiduoufly attended to 
its civil jurifdidtion, and fisenuoufly 
-fupported its rights by his honeft voice 
in the fenate. He may truly be faid to 
have worn himfelf out before his time 
in the public fervice. His gracious 
Sovereign was not difpleafed with the 
opennels of his conduét, and frequent- 
ly permisted him to thew it both in the 
Foreft and the Cafile. The rangerthip 
of Windfor little park was bettowed 
on him as a mark of royal! favour but 
afew years before bis death; an ap. 
po:ntment which would in no degree 

_ compenfate for the lofs fuftained by 
his father (whofe death is regiftered to 
vol. XXVII. p. 142) from a large 
Joan undifcharged by Frederick Prince 
of Wales, who incurred this debt du- 
ring his refideoce at Clifiden. The 
affairs of the family, greatly embar- 
reffed by this circumftance, would, 
had the fon lived fome years longer, 
have been lefs perplexed than he found 
them, as he was fully determined that 
the income ar:fing from fuch appoint- 
ment fhould be deflined folely to the 
fettlement of them.. When his uncle, 
Richard Powney, D.C. L. (whofe 
death is likewile regiftered in vol, 
XXIV. p. 303) attended him to the 
gings of Dr. Jofeph Browne at 


Queen’s college, where he was entered 
gentleman commoner in April, 1761, 
the provoft, who was then alfo vice- 
chancellor, ad¢reffed the manly youth 
in the words of Virgil : 
“Et pater JEneas et avunculus excitet 
Heétor !”” 
The father had been, during feveral 
feffions, one of the reprefentatives of 
the county of Berks, where he built a 
handfome room in his boule at Ives 
place, Maidenhead, for the occafional 
reception of the piince, his neighbour, 
The uncle was a Fellow of All Souls 
college, contemporary with Blackfone 
and Bever, and editor of Henry Earl 
of Clarendon’s *‘ State Letters and Di- 
ary,” in two quartos, printed at the 
Clarendon prefs in 1763. He was a 
polite fcholar, and the author of, 
1. * The Stag Chace in Windfor Fo- 
refi, a Poem.

viewer might at once have difcovered 
by a reference to La Fofle, Ofmer, St. 
Bel, or Mr. Lawrence’s Jate work, 

where 
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where the matter is very fully and ably 
difevffed. 

The treatment of our herfes at Col- 
lege, and the Book in queftion, are in 
general much approved in our Corps ; 
but I and feveral of my friends read 
Lawrence’s books, which, notwith- 
filanding his ridiculous adherence to 
the modern cufiom of introducing po- 
Iiticks, are the offspring of a mind 
thoroughly tinftured with humanity, 
capable of profound refearch, and his 
great experience is vifible throughout 
the work. Now, it is in general won- 
dered at that Mr. Coleman made no 
kind of anfwer to the heavy objection 
of Mr. Lawrence againft the new, if 
you will, but rather againft the O/me- 
rian method of fhoeing, namely, that, 
granting all the previous meafures re- 
commended by Mr. Coleman, there 
are a great number of horfes which 
never can endure the preffure of their 
frogs and quarters on the ground. Set- 
ting Lawrenee’s authority out of quef- 
tion, this inability is notorious to 
horfemen in general; and, if any proof 
were needed, I have it at hand, in 
both carriage and faddie horfes of my 
own, with which I have been obliged 
bately co difcontinue theCoilege fhoeing. 

Should thefe few remarks attract 
the notice of Mr. Coleman, I hope, in 
his next volume, he will give us fome 
fatisfadlion on the matter, which furely 
concerns the reputation of that excel- 
Jent inftitution, in which he fo wor- 
thily prefides, An original Subjersber,

Col, Capper,-in his obfervations 
on the paffage to India through Egrpt, 
fays, that, before any perfon decides 
on the merit of thefe books, he thould 
be eye-witnefs of the effe& they pro~ 
duce on thofe who beft underftind 
them. ‘* I have more than once,” 
fays he, ‘*feen the Arabians fitting 
round a fire, lilening to thefe fories 
with fuch attention and pleafure as to~ 
tally to forget the fatigue and havdthip 
with which an inftant before theygvere 
entirely overcome.” He tells us like~ 
wife, that they are univerfally read 
and admired throughout Afia by all 
ranks of men both young and old. I 
believe there are but few manufcripts 
of thefe Tales in England. Dr. White 
is in poffeffion of one, which was 
brought from.

The 
French tranflation, from which out 
Englith one is made, is generally fup- 
poled to be very defegtive. Would 
not a new tranflation, therefore, . be 
gladly received by the publick ; efper 
cially tf it reprefented thofe fine porti~ 
cal paflages and moral reflexions with 
which, we are told, the original a» 
bounds, but of which fearee a veftige 

remains in the prefene tranflation. 
Reading Ahmed’s Hiftory of Tas 
merlane, I met with a paffage which 
may probably allude to one of thefe 
Tales.

I AM much furprized to find a fyf- 
tem of poetical pronunciation re- 
commended, which has no other bafis 
than a very bad, and, as I fuppofed, 
long‘ exploded practice, that of giving 
a long time, or, which with us is 
nearly equivalent, an accented utter- 
ance, to any fylfable long or fhort, 
emphatic or non-emphatic, which hap- 
pens to occupy the fecond place in our 
common metric foor, 

Ic is true, we fcan our heroic verfe 
as if it were pure Iambic, of a thore 
and long fyltable alternate. But this 
is merely the refoiution of its mecha 
nifm, fimply confidered, into a com- 
mon meafure. It is a very different 
thing from its RHYTHM and its mum- 
bers s—that liquid train of poetic ca- 
dence :—very diffirent from that ex- 
quifite charm which is the foul of po- 
etic and of mufical harmony, fo ad- 
mirably expreffed by one of the great- 
eft of ail judges and mafters: 

In notes with many a winding bout 

Of linked fweetnefs long drawn out; 
With wanton heed and giddy cunning 
The melting voice through mazes running, 
Untwitting all the chains that tie 

The hidden foul of harmony *.” 

Such 1s the immortal verfe worthy to 
be unised to equal mufick, The sume 
bers ave its filken chains; the rhby:bm 
that winding bout drawn in linked 
{weene(s ; and the apparent irregula- 
rity of time and meafuce its artful neg- 
ligence. 

In thefe lines are included all the 
principles of juft, harmonious, ex- 
preffive cadence,

ed, would incur cenfure, and fome ri- 
dicule : a {choo!-girl would hardly be 
in danger of fo pronouncing them;

An Anecdote relative to Sturbitch Fair 
aimof Half a Century ago, with a 
very brief Account of Bury Fair, 
communicated by a refident Cartab, 10 
an abjent Member of the fame College. 


: “* Cambridge, O@, 18, 1750. 
AS Lhad never feen Sturbitch fair, 
£2. [ was refolved to enter as much 

as pollible ino the humours of 13 

and, to extend my enjoyment of it as 

far as I couid, 1 privately put a very 
extraordinary puff into the London 

Papers, by means of my bookfeller 

there, to this effect: 

, ¢ That the fair would be proclaimed on 
fhe. 7th of September, with great folem- 
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nity, by the vice-chancellor of the univers 
fity and mayor of the town, accompanied 
by Lord Duplin and Mr, Cadogan, the ree 
prefentatives in parliament, the recorder, 
aldermen, &c, preceded by the red-coats . 
and other officers on horfeback, with mus 
fick playing before them; that it was ex- 
pected there wonld be a greater concourfe 
of people and a more flourifhing trade 
than had been known for feveral years 
patt, owing to the conduct of a fet of gen» 
tlemen who were endeavouring to revive 
the reputation of a fair not many years ago 
the moft confiderable in Europe.’ 

** This puff had the defired effect ; it 
brought a great multitude of people to 
the fair, and, confequently, a great 
increafe of trade; at the fame time 
that I fecretly got this confeffion from 
feveral of the traders, I learned that 
there had wot been fo good a fair for 
thefe ten years paft. If youare defirous 
to have an account of this celebrated 
fair, you will find a very good one in 
the T ur through Great Britain, My 
tranfactions and entertainment confit. 
ed in regularly taking coach every af- 
tesnoon at the Market hill with other 
gownfmen, walking about the fair, 
and drinking tea at the coffee-booth, 
where now and then we had the com- 
pany of fome very agreeable ladies of 
Cambridge town and education; and 
a fortnight was thus fpent.” 

OF Bury he thus writes: 

‘* Three friends and myfelf got te 
Bury in‘the evening, and went the 
fame night to the play, which, as it 
was then the height of the fair, was 
acted every night. Here I: met our 
fellow collegiate, who prefled me much 
to go home with him; but I could nog 
leave my fellow-travellers. The next 
morning we walked about the town, 
which is the prettieft I ever faw. The 
ftreets all cut each other at right an= 
gies, and are very neat and {pacious; 
the houfes grand and belonging to mae 
ny of the mobility and gentry. On 
the whole, Bury feems icinalig 
called the Montpelier of England. 
The fair too feems to be very juftly 
termed the politeft in the kingdom for 
the compaoy that frequents it. The 
Duke of Grafton, Lord Cornwallis, 
Lord Hervey, are the conftant orna~ 
meots of this fair, befides an innume- 
rable concourfe of knights and efquires, 
with their wives and daughters, from 
Norfolk, Cambridgethire, and all 
parts of Suffolk.” ;

Ryland, p. 630, itis faid, that Dr. 
Johnfon, Sir John Hawkins, Mr. John 
Payne, and Mr. Ryfand, ‘all lived in 
the profeffion of what is now called 
Calviniftical Chriftianity, and died 
with the fupports of it.”

The fituation of Carfoalion, or, a 
it is abMirdly ca led in its neiyhbotir~ 
hood, Gejchorton, is extremely plea~ 
fant. The beautiful ailemblage of 
bridges, trees, and houfes, a pood 
church, a building called the water- 
houfe, and a number of fine {wans 
failing on one of the cleareft pieces of 
water I ever faw, produces a mot 
pieafing fenfarion to a mind fond of 
the beauties of Nature and Art. ‘The 
church is feparaced from the water by 
a row of lorge trees, through which ® 
appears tn many pleafing points of 
view, There are now many altera~ 
tions making among the pews, A. 
caule way croffes the water, from which, 
there are fome fitte garden-views, ma~ 
jeflic tees, a gravel walk, a pretty ftone 
bridge, and the town between the trees 
on the lefe, Looking to the Weft, 
there is a number of pleafant houfes 5 
and, above dark foliage, rifes the wa- 
ter-houfe, not unlike the tower of a 
church with pinnacles, The entrance 
tothe park belonging to the mianor- 
hovfe is through one of the fineft 
gates of iron-work that I have (eee, 
Two tichly-ornamented pillars have 
on them ftatues, as large as the lite, 
of Diana and Aticon. The height of 
the gates appears to be ao feet. There 
are four {maller pillars of sron between 
thofe of flone that fupport the ftatues, 
crowned with fcrolis of uncommon 
tafie; and the tops of the whole range 
of bars are fuperb. Were thefe gates 
intended as the grand entrance to the 
manfion projected by Thomas Scawen, 
efg.in 1726, mentioned by Mr, Lyfons? 

The manor. houfe at Eaft Cheam ig 
taken down, and a plain brick mane 
fion ere€ied near its fite, neat, bue un~ 
omamenicd, The manor houle of 
Weft Cheam is falling falt to decay. 
It is at prefent unoccupied. The pare 
dens, however, ase ia godd ‘order, 
The tomb of Thomas Fromound, in §t. 
Mary’s chapel, Cneam, has a réepre- 
fentation of the Father crowned, in

the aft of bleffing, with his left-hand 
op a crucifix, and the Holy Ghoft ho- 
vering above its head. 

The quantity of cha'k in the neigh- 
bourhood of Sutiow gives the land- 
feape a dreary afpect. The church is 
pow repairing. The window on which 
the infcription is cur, mentioned by 
Mr. Lyfons, has been beautified till 
the letters are nearly filled with plaf- 
ter or whiewath; and Antiquaries 
may fhorily difpuce, with real obfcu- 
ry for their guide, on the original 
meaning. 

The chape! at Wallington has been 

Yed down, notwithftanding thé op- 

ofition of the parifhioners, ‘who, I 
Fad, were much offended at the pro- 
prietor’s firft intention of removing it. 

The whole circumference of Bed- 
dington is charming ; the inequality 
of ‘the groucd produces a fingular va- 
giety of rural fcenes, The church and 
old manfion of the Carews are highly 
interefting ; but much of the venerable 
beauty is loft by removing the ivy 
from fome of the walls. 

The arch belonging to the convent 
of St. Leonard, at Bromizy, near Bow, 
has beén repaired without the church, 
and has no appearance of antiquity ; 
within, it has been, as ufual, white- 
wafhed till the carving is nearly filled 
‘wp. The prefent church has, in all 
probabiliuy, been a chancel, as the 
‘arch has reached from the pavement 
to the roof at the North end. Ir is 
one of the few remnants of Saxon ar- 
chiteéture which has any probable 
chance of efc»pmg beautifying and re- 
pairing. 

Mr. L. has given an engraving of a 
Saxon door in the tower of Harrow 
church. Iam forry to add, that all the 
mouldings, &c. from the pillars up- 
wards, are chipped off and fmoothed 
over with plafter. Where was the 
neceflity for this? Surely, if the whole 
of the carving had mouldered off, the 

‘ gower would have been uninjured; and 
it would have been time enough to 
‘fave done it when the admirer of An- 
tiquity could have no pleafure in con- 
templating the Jabours of his fore- 
fathers. Icannot help expreffing my 
admiration of the noble view from the 
battlements of this tower; every ob- 
je@ that can be thought of to enliven 
@ land{cape, from the plain rich green 
of the ficids to the acuee buildings,

By the latter, I would have it under- 
ftood that fpecies where the pointed 
arch is the leading feature, and which 
has too long becn difgraced by thesbar- 
barous name of Gothic architeéture, 


This gate has lately been repaired, and | 


the upper part decorated with the ridi+ 
culous ideas of a country mafon, who 
has, in this farrsgo of architeélure, 
‘fet at defiance all the beantiful mouldels 
around Him. On the right-hand from 
this gate is a fine and curious range of 
antient buildings extending to the 
church. Here the rage of architec. 
tural innovation and. improvement has 
fpread its devaftating and difgulting 
hand, The fir building adjoining to 
the gate has partaken of the-fame ig- 
norant decorations ;.and the, laft.build- 
ing abutting again{t the cathedral has 
been entirely deftroyed. Ic is rather 
now an unp:eafamt tafk to fay it was,a 
very rich, a very charming, piece of 
antient art; and, what is of more real 
confequence, that it was a protecting 
kind of buttrefs to the Weft end of 
the church.

on the Board’s account,at its firft eftablifhe

It remains, then, with the Board; to’ 
decide on the propriety of carrying on, at 
a heavy expence, its voluminous detached 
publications, as before ; or, to publith anes 
nually one. well-digefted quarto volume, 
from. the infinity of materials now. in its, 
poffeffion, .

The balance of exifting debt, as fanc- 
tioned by the Board, appears to be 4131 
(not including thofe fpeculative engage- 
ments hinted at by the late Prefident:)-~ 
by the application of 4ool. annually, this

And here, after bearing the ftrongeft 
teftimory to the zeal on all o¢cafiohs, aad 
to the ungommon politenefs with which 
the late Prefident allowed the Board of 
Agricuiture to trefpafs on his domeftic 
comforts, by occupying for fo many years 
his abode; I cannot but congratulate the 
Board, on finding itfelf at length poffefick

There canbe no donbt but that every

ced, and the account balanced in a mo- 
ment. 


In ho}ding out, as I fhall ever endeavour 
to do, to the ferious attention of the Board 
of Agriculture, the abfolute neceffity of 
ebtaining, and in pointing out the only 
mode whereby can ‘be obtained, the affif- 
tance of thofe: well verfed in this fcience, 
it is puffible that men of literature—and 
many, I am proud to fay, the Board has 
to boaft of —may' lend an unwilling ear to 
what I fay ; ‘but they muft remember that 
men’s prejuiicés mutt be confidered ;— 
that, to work any reformation, men muft 
be taken as whey are, not as they ought to 
be; and that, as yet, farmers ave not a read- 
ing clafs of people, An Scotland, indeed, 
from {uperior education, fome men bred 
to hufbandry.may read ; and, if their judg- 
ments be good, fortunate it is that they do 
read.; -but, as-I have before faid, farmers, 
generally ipeaking, are not in this ifland a 
reading people ; thie Weekly Journal of the 
county is.the probable extent of their lite- 
rary purfuits.

/ * THE writer of the following effay 
had, from early youth, felt the delight- 
ful effets of fimple and pathetic me- 
Jody. He frequently noticed what many 
others have no doubt experienced, that 
different firains made various impref- 
fions in his mind; that fome highly 
exhilarated the fpirits, while fome 

ently foothed the mind, inclining it 
to tendernefs and pleafing melancholy ; 
and others infpired it with a kind of 
mental courage and elevation, eafier to 
be felt than expreffed. He eagerly 
fought the enjoyment of thofe pleafant 
Rilerions ; and in the Scotifh airs he 
frequently found the fimple and pathe- 
tic expreflion which fuited his ‘tafte. 
After having tong 2dmired and enjoy~ 
ed thefe, he owed fome attention 
on that refined harmonic mufick which 
is in fuch general ufe at prefent. In 
this ‘mingled world of founds,’ how- 
ever, he found his expedtations difap- 
pointed, and his feelings not a little 
tantalized.

if, in his life and converfation, bis manners, ' 
his recreations, his language, he ftudioufly 
imitates the conduct of; the, more gay and: 
diffipated part of mankiud—if, im his doc- 
trine, regapdlefs what is truth, or whe- 
ther there be any truth at all, he deals ous 
the frigid morality he cases not to pradtife, 
and totally fhuns to declare the counfel- of 
Gold—if, while the enemies are at the very 
gate of the city, breathing war and‘defiance, 
the fortrefs fhould be thus wickedly and 
bafely deferted—what marvel, if they fhould’ 
be permitted to fweep our ecclefiaftical eftas! 
bifhment with the befom of deftru@ion ? 
(ifai.xiv.23.) What marvel, if they fhould: 
rbot up, aiid devour, and triumph, and blaf- 
pheme? What marvel, if malice, ‘or per- 
verfenefs, or imdifcriminating ignorance, 
fhould. unjufily confound our caufé with 
its. advocates, and fhould take occafion to 
revite- the. faith once delivered to the 
Satuts—that faith which was enforced and 
proclaimed by, their doétrines, Mwftrated 
and adorned by their hives, fealed and wite 
nefled by their blood? If this were in 
geuer. the cafe, then, indeed, the mifchief 
would be incalculable, and the overflowing, 
flood would carry.all before it. 

Bur, beloved, we ate perfuaded better 
tings of the order cticerning which we 
{peak. Though there may be lamentable 
inftances of gailt and corruption among 
thofe who have dedicated themfelves to 
the miniftry (as was the cafe in its earliett 
days, when the Apoftles themfelves had 2 
traitor among their mumber), we cannot 
but indulge the well-grounded hope, that 
an almoft infinite majority of the clergy 
are faithful and diligent fervants of their 
bleffed Mafler-—that zeal, learning, ‘piety, 
and. thofe graces which beft become the 
Chriftian charaéter, do flourifh and abound 
among them—that they exhibit a pattern 
of good works in their lives—that they ave 
uncorrypt, grave, fincere, a in

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their dofirine. By thefe, under the patronage 
of a Sovetcign whom thé Charch of Eng- 
land glories in acknoWledging as its head,

Iw Sermon XVI. (The Chriftian’s 
Warfare) the author thus cxpreffes 
Himfelf on the fubje& of that unhappy 
delufion which gilds over profligacy, 
and increafés, not leffens, the danger cf 
vice, by robbing it of all its groffnefs. 

“Bot there is yet another method, 
whereby the ¢nemy of mankind beguiles 


,apftable fouls to their deftruction. 1 
’ mean, the Fatal artifice, which gives fond 


and, flattering names to notorious vices; 
thereby confounding the difimciions be- 
tween good and evil, and diveiting man- 
kind of the horror which they ought to 
entertain at the violation of their duty to 
God, The diabolical and moft unchriftian 
{pirit of anger and revenge, which ter- 
mipates in bloedfhed and murder, and 
fends many a wretched foul, unprepared, 
into. the prefence of an offended God, is 
difguifed with the high-founding title of 
honour,, The hafe aad infamous violation 
of the deareft ties by which human fociety 
is halden, ties. which the Author of our 
being confecrates with his bletling, and on 
which all domeftic happinefs depends— 
this atrocious wickednefs is. diftinguiihed 
by the name of gallantry: and the criminal, 
iaftead of mecting with. difcouragement 
and reprobation from the world, partakes 
as largely of its fmiles and its favour as if 
he were a pattern of every focial virtue, 
That thoughtlefs and fatal ditfipa’ion, which 
configns to poverty and diftrefs the game~ 
fier’s innocent family——that. extravagauce, 
which, at content with fimpie ruin, en- 
tails complicated mifery on all thofe with 
whom the libertine is connecte:, is termed 
a fyftem of fpirit and gaiety. And that 
gloomy infidelity, which tends to rob us of 
our heavenly treafure, and to do away our 
hope. of redemption through a Saviour’s 
atonement (that hope, without which life 
is a burthen,. and death an infupportable 
torment), is, by the ufages of a corrup: 
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world, celebrated as the perfection of wi/- 
dom, liberality, and pbilofophy, With tach 
fatal fuccefs doth the tempter go ca‘ and fro 
in the earth—fo triumphantly walketh hé 
up and down in it!” 

In Sermon XVII. we meet with the 
following obfervations on thé privilegé 
which the Chriffiam enjoys ib having 
the Lord for his God + 

“ To forefee the end from the heginnin 
—to underftand, at one view, the Vatt fe- 
ries of events, whereby all things, however 
apparently evil, will ultimately produce 
and work out univerfal geod—-his is the 
prerogative of Omnifcience alone. Such 
knowledge is too. wonderful and excellent 
for man — lie cannot attain unto it. Here 
the Chriftian mvuft net ceunt himfelf to 
have. apprehended (fee Philippians iii. 13) 
but this one.thing he may do. Difmiffing 
ail corrofive anxicty, and hufhing all the, 
tumuits of the ful to peace, be may fay ef 
the Lord, ‘Hz 1s my Gop!’ The form 
is brief and fimple—but, in the privilege to 
which it refers, what bleffings are come 
prifed! In that one word of mighty effie 
cacy, what hope, what comfort, what joys 
is included! While, with reverence an@ 
admiration, we contemplate the perfece 
tions of God, with tranfport unutterable 
we feel our own happy intereft in thent 
all. While we dwell on that name, which 
is great, wonderful, and holy, we remem 
ber with delight that as his majefty is, fe 
ishis mercy. Whiley with hearts poffelied 
by reverential awe, we meditate on. the 
divine attributes, we apply their glorious. 
influznce to ourfelves—we honour him, as 
he is God—-we rejoice and ars glad in 
him, as he is ovx God. {n this relation 
‘we view in him all that the imagination 
can conceive, or the font defire, of perfect 
gaod—all that zeal cherifhes, or religion 
adores—all that faith promifes, that hope 
expects, that fove can realize. We not 
only behold almighty power, but we be- 
hold that power ever reidy to proteét and 
guard us—-not only confummate wifdomg 
but that wifdom ever ready to teach: and 
enlighten us—not only unbounded go0d-, 
nefs, but that gogdnefs ever ready to hee 
friend and fave us. As long asthe Chrife 
tian can adorefs the Author of all grace by 
this dear and facred appellation—as: long, 
as he can fay unto the Lord, ‘Thou arg 
my God!’ he feels that his deliverance is 
completed, that his pard6n is fealed, that 
his joys are hallowed, that his forrow: aré 
a(fuaged, that his warts are fupplied, that 
his cry is heard, thathis perfon 1s accepts 
ed, that his prayers are anfwered, and 
that his praife afcends to Heaven. *F will, 
fay of the Lord, Weis shy refuge and'my fore 
trefs—m¥ Goo—th bim will E truf.9 

“And can we then think ‘oo highly, 
my beloved brethren, of that tranfcendent 
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mercy, whereby we are enabled to come

-basgl soma? 28 difciples and tonverts were 
not jited to ufe that; prayer in which 
oor Saviour téached ‘us ‘to addrefs the Al- 
mighty as 4 Parent, till’ they had paffed 
throogt a tinte of prévious difciptine “and 
probation it was deemed a privilege of 
too high import for thofe whofe minds 
were not well informed in Chriftian 
knowledge, and in the word of eternal 
life, It was referved for them, till, being 
thoroughly acquainted with the principtes 
of the doétrine of Chrift, they were judged 
w to pafs on unto pei feétion. Then, 
received into the fuil communion of faints, 
and permitted to join in prayer with their 
holy brethren, they confidered themfelves

WE have occafionally perufed fer- 
mons preached before Free Mafons, 
Jerufalem Sols, the antient and ho- 
novurable Order of Bucks, Benefit So- 
¢ieties, and Friendly Affvciations. We 
are now prefented wih a difcourfe 
preached before tne Odd Fellows; a 
fingular name, and. in the opinion of 
the preacher himfelf (who, by-the-bye, 
informs us he is- ot an Odd Fellow), 
“*a very equivocal and foolifh name.” 
Thefe Oda Fellows appear to be very 
numerous; there are thirty-nine lodges 
of them 1n London and its vicinity; two 
at Sheffield, and one at each of the fol- 
lowing places: Wolverhampton, Bir- 
mingham,Shrewfoury, Windfor, Wand{- 
worth, Canterbury, Liverpool, Rich- 
mond in Surrey, and Lewes, Their 
whole number is faid to be amazingly 

reaty and to be rapidly increafing. 

¢ were of opinion there were many 

Odd Fellows in England; but we did 

pot believe they were fo aumerous as 
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we now find them to be.” Thefe lodges 
forming fo confiderable a body, it be- 
cones a fubje&t of jufl enquiry, what 
are theif political tenets? ‘Are fey 
friendly or inimical to the State? That 
a con piracy has been formed, by fit 
tain fecret focieties, againft all the Goe 
vernments of Europe, has been fully 
proved by Profeffor Robifon and the 
Abbé Barruel, Whether the, Society 
of Odd Fellows are implicated in this 
atrocious combination, we cannot fay 5 
appearance, however, is againft them, 
and charges of a very ferious nature 
have been brought forward, which 
Mr. Smith, the curate of Sheffield, in 
this difcourfe, endeavours to refute. 
We are perfuaded better things of 
you, brethren,’’ fays he, adopting the 
words of the Apoftle. Mr.S, notwith- 
fanding, thinks it highly néceffary to 
mention the charges of di/aff:fion vo 
the Government which had been ime 
puted to the Society; and warns his 
auditor:, if any fuch pradiices are car~ 
ried om, to ceale being Odd Fellows. 
**Should any attempt be made ro feduce 
and frighten you into a league of rebel~ 
lion and impicty, into‘any mad fcheme 
of feparating the fanétions of eivil Go- 
vernment from the inftitutions of So 
ciety, or the fanétion of Revealed. Ree 
ligion from the precepts of Morality ; 
inftantly come out from them, and be 
ye feparate, and be not partakers of 
other men's fins.’ The laboured ate 
tempt of the preacher to exonerate the 
Odd Fellows from the imputation af- 
fixed to their lodges appears to us vain 
and infigoificant. Mr. §, himfelf ape 
pears, in feveral paflages of this dife 
courfe, almcft to fufpe& their loyalty. 
** You are deceived if you fuppofe that 
your coming ones, as a bady, to the 
worthip of the E@ablithed Church, is a 
proof either of your religion or loyalty.” 
Mr, Smith has here introduced a note, 
in which he exempts the Diffenters 
from being wanting in loyalty; at the 


‘clofe of which (fee p.g), Mr, Smith 


gives the following Jecfuiical and dany 
gerous definition of that word: ** Loy~ 
alty, from the French word Loi, is obe- 
dience to the laws.” It is certain that 
is not the fole or primary meaving of 
the word, nor agreeable to its general 
acceptation, According. to Mr, §’s 
detinition, Tom Paine is a loyal mas; 
for, he pays obedience to the laws of 
the French Conftitution. Had Mr. S, 
withed to promote the interefis of ‘Re 
publicanifm, he could not have. any 
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fwered his purpofe better than by 
teaching Men to ¢guivocate, and attach 
a meaning to a word very difftrent 
from its trie meaning. A loyal man 
denotes. a friend of monarchy; and 
when, {peaking of an Englifhman, we 
fay he is feyal, we mean he is a dutiful 
fubje& of King George. As to the 
fiyle and tompofition of this Sermon, 
we cannot fay much in praife of ix, The 
text is Matt. vii. 20, “ By their fiuits 
ye thall know them.”

WHATEVER objeftion may. be 
made, in this philofophical age, to myfte- 
ries in religion, they are acknowledged 
to be excellences in novels and romances, 
The wonderful and miraculous is the 
forte of our modern novel-writers, and 
a moft fingular revoiution has taken 
place in this department of literature. 
Iufiead of piftures thetched from Na- 
ture, and portraits drawo from Life, 
** catching the Manners living as they 
rife,’? we,have narraticns of haunted 
towers, old Blue Beasdsand Red Beards, 
fpefires, *fprites, apparitions, black 
banners waving on the battlements of 
caftles, ftrange voices, tapers burning 
one moment and extioguifhed by fome 
unknown hand the next, clandefline 
noifes, flatbing of lightning, and howl- 
‘ing of winds. The ‘* Old Wives’ Fa- 
bles,” and legendary tales of old, are 
vamped up afreth, and put into a mo- 
dern drefs, to {pread terror throughout 
all the nurferies and_boarding-fehools 
of the metropolis, To be ferious; we 
know of no ufeful purpofe povels of” 
{uch a nature can produce. They can 
only tend to infufe the mol wild and 
ridiculous ideas into the minds of 
young people; fill them with grounds 
jefs tears; make them imagine every 
dark chamber to be hauated, and even 
to be flartled at their own thadows, 
Mr. Fox has very jutily named his no- 
vel “ The Myfcrious Pregnancy ;” but 
it is too myfterious even for romance. 
The idea of a woman being pregnant, 
and yet totally ignorant of the cau/é of 
it, pertinacioufly perfifting in afferting 
her virgin innocence, when fhe had ac- 
tually been ravifhed, is fo abominably 
abfurd and outré as to bid defiance to 
all probability. We have alfo to obje& 
to Mr. Fox’s novel the hiftory of Fa- 
ther Conrad the monk, which feemns 
purpofely introduced (to ap: the pre- 
fent unhappy cuflom of our romances 
writers) to caft an odium upon religion 
and its minifiers. We are willing to- 
allow that, in thofe monaftic focietics 
which are now nearly abolifhed 
throughout Europe, ‘there were to be 
found men of the moft prcfligaté and 
licentious manners; but we think it 
unfair to throw an odium upon any 
colle@ive body of men on account of 
the nefarious condu of a Serv indivis” 
duals belonging to that body. i 
minifters of religion are intended 6 Be 
afperfed in the perfoo of F ihe Co 
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_gad; or if the grand body of the Roman 
Catholic clergy only-ane defigned if 
Mr..Fox to be held up to view as bafe 
and profligate men, we abhor the idea. 
Had Mr. F. exercifed the leaft candour 
arid liberality of fentiment, he would 
have difdained to have joined in the 


ungenerous and infidious attempts to 


render religion odious, by drawing the 
charaéters of its miniflers in the moft 
degrading and contemptible point of 
view imaginable. With ecfpect to the 
other charaflers introduced, that of 
“Drofi”? appears to moft advantage. 
But the everlafting repetition of “ La- 
chcyma Chrifti” is intolerably difguft- 
ing. The flyle is often turgid ahd 
rough ; frequently bombaft, and fome- 
times obfeure. Tire. following fen- 
tences are jultly reprehenfible; Vol, I.

deareft bofom-friend topping headlong 
into the dreary recefs of the grave.” 
** Topping into the grave” is an entire 
new phrafes perhaps ic has an allufion 
to the bathing-machines, and the man- 
wer in which the wvifdors at Brighton 
are dipped.—P. 153, ** The Count, on 
this, proceeded to the other cheft, and 
likewife found all empty there.”’—P, 
zo2, “ Phe founds, fo heavenly and at- 
tractive, perched them immediately on 
the fair, which they were. preparing to 
quit.”—P. 206, ‘ Here, however, I 
afrived at laft, covered with bruifes 


from head to foot, and, what is more! 


extraordinary, foberer than ever I was 
in my life.” We might point out fe- 
veral fimilar. inaccuracies in the re« 
maining volumes, but we forbear.— 
We think Mr. FP. might have feleéted 
a female name more grateful to the ear 
than Mopfa, who is occafionally intro- 
duced.. While we thus honeftly give 
our fentiments on the execution of this 
romance, we are. far from viewing Mr.

The confpirators, in tofirg Voltuire, 
had loft every thing on the fide of talents; 
but bis arms of imyiet, they had remaining 
in his numerous writings. ‘The arts and 
cunning of D’ Alembeit proved more than 
a fuccedancum tothe genius of their cecealcd 
founder, and he is prociainved chief, The 

fecret 
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« shave flinched alfo.”” 
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fecret committee of education in Paris, the 
country conventicles, and ,the correfpond- 
ence with, the village-fchoolmafters, owed 
their origin to,.him., He continued to 
direct the. works, of the fecret. academy 
in the propagation of impiety, until called 
upon to appear before that fame God who 
had alresdy judged Voltaire.

ber, 1733. Left remorfe fhould compel 
him to fimilar recantations, which had fo 
much humbled the fest, Condor: et. under- 
took to render sim inacceffille ; if not to 
repentance and reraorfe, at leaft co all who 
might availrhemfelves of his homage done 
to religién. When the rector of St. Ger- 
main’s, jn quality of paftor, prefented 
himfelf, Condorcet, like to the devil, who 
watches over his prey, ran to the door, and 
barred his entrance, Scarce had the breath 
left his hody when the pride of Condorcet 
betrays his fecret, D’ Alembert really had 
felt that remorfe which muft have been 
common to him with Voltaire... He was on 
the eve of fending, as. the only method of 
reconcilistien, for a miniiter of that fame 
Chrift againft{ whom he had alfo confpi- 
red; but Condorcet ferocioufly combated 
ee laft figns of repentance in the dying 
(Bsphifter, and he gloried in having forced 
him to expire in final impenitence, The 
whole of this odious confliet is comprized 
iw one horrid fentence ; when Condorcet 
Arinownced the deceafe-of D’ Alembert, and 
was relating the citenmftances, he did not 
bluth to add, Hud I not been there, be would 
P. 348. 

Warned by thefe examples, the So- 
phifts took care, when Diderot was iil, 
aud had already manifefed fome fym- 
pions’ of remorfe, to cariy him fud- 
denly into the country, and to make ir 
fue that there fhould be no witnels of 
hig faft hou:s. Thus do we find that 
even the men, who had been waging 
open war with Chat for fo many years, 
had nor fteadinefs enough io their opi- 
nioas, Which they had fo much labour- 
ed to didemminace, to remain firm at the 
hour of death. Let us with them all 
pofible benefir from their tardy ‘re- 
pentancé and remorfe; but let us re~ 
gerd, with tenfuld horror, the impicry 
which leads to fuch a-clofe of life.

I beg io acquaint you, for the inform- 
ation of my Lords Commitlioners of the 
Admiralty, that, when cruiging at the en- 
trance of St. George’s channel with. the 
fquadron under my command, 1 received 
information on the igth, that the King’s 
troops were to commence their attack orn 
rr rebels at Wexford on the 2oth or 21/t. 

I immediately proceeded off that harbour 
with the Endymion, Fhaaix, Glenmore, 
Melampas, Unicorn, aid ¢ cutters, Which 
1 had colleéted, Lieut. Carpénrer, fenior 
Lieutenant of the Endymion, was imme-, 
diately difpatched in command Of the cat~~ 
ters’ and fhips’ launches, maaied and 
armed with carronades in ‘heir prowr, to 
blockade the inward entrance’ of the hare ~ 
bour, arid to prevent the efcape of ve 

re 
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rebel armed vefiels, and others, of which 
they Were'in poffeffion, to the amount of 40 
or so fail?” On the arft'l was joined by 
the Chapman and Weazle flodps, which, 
by the light draught of water, anchored

his old fervants and deferving poor neigh- 
bours, and to his fchool-mafter and {chool- 
miftrefs; and likewife a guinea to each of 
his {cholars, to purchafe them linen and 
other neceffaries. From the bare recital 
of the above good deeds, tive candid reader 
will anticipate how worthy that character 


muft have been, how great his felf-denial,, 


who not only could entertain fach charita- 
ble thoughts, but aétually put them into 
execytion (rare example!) in the vigour 
of his days! Such, at the fame time, was 
the unaffeGied fimplicity of his manners, 
foch the humility of his drefs, fo meek, fo 
mild was his outward deportment, that a 
ftranger, unacquainted with his frogal ha- 
bits, might naturally, on a tranfient view, 
have fuppofed him to be rather the object, 
than the feunder, of fuch an excellent 
charity.—He was interred at Wargrave,

Jate!y, from his abilities, appointed to the 
fituation of a Welfth judge. Robert Pott, 
efg, the Major’s eldeft brother, died lately 
in the Eaft Indies; and his eldeit fitter, 
who was married to Mr, Frye, is likewife 
dead fince her fath:s” decesle.—Major P. 
will be much regretted by all his acquaint- 
ance, by whom he was extremely beloved, 
for the {weetnefs of his temper, the lumi- 
nous brilliancsy of his mind, and his perfect 
goodnefs of heart.
